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Citrus Gains 20,000 
Acres A Year 


In its annual statistical report the 
federal-state agricultural marketing 
service estimates that citrus acreage 
in Florida will gain 20,000 acres a 
year for the next five years. 

It estimated 32,300,000 
producing trees in the state, 23,200,- 
000 of them orange trees. Of the 
orange trees, 13,100,000 or 56 per 
cent are early or mid-season the rest 
late season.

the report said, and these, added to

Heavy Rains Damage 
Mature Snap Beans 


Heavy rains caused serious damage 
to the mature bean crops of 
the Lake Okeechobee region in early 
May, growers reported. 

Many car loads of the green beans 
rolled off to markets unsold. Buyers, 
cautious about the carrying in transit 
of waterlogged beans, refused to buy 
because they showed signs of deteriora 
tion from resting upon the wet muck 
fields. 

On the other hand, the rain might 
have helped some corn fields. How- 
ever, it did make corn production 
more expensive, as the crops required 
more frequent spraying and dusting 
to control pests.

Ferguson 
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Sulphur Essential For Plant Life 


Most Area Growers Add the 


F egnaryon it comprises only 0.2 
to 0.3 per cent of the plant, sul- 
phur is absolutely essential for plant 
life according to Dr. Henry C. Harris, 
University of Florida Agronomist. 
Ic is a constituent of certain of the 
amino acids out of which plant pro- 
teins are produced. When the supply 
is short the plant usually becomes pale 
yellow in color, similar to a plant with 
nitrogen deficiency. Crops men- 
tioned by the Experiment Station 
official as responding favorably to 
sulphur are cotton, corn, peanuts, 
legumes and tobacco. 

A certain amount of sulphur is 
brought down from the atmosphere in 
rain, coming mostly from the smoke 
of burning of coal in industrial areas. 
Since the state is not highly indus- 
trialized, this source is not important 
in Florida. 

Sulphur Sources 

Most of the sulphur supply from 
the plant comes from the soil, and 
from the fertilizer, dusting and 
spray program. Florida soils generally 
are rather sandy, and do not carry 
much sulphur-bearing minerals or 
organic materials. Therefore, in this 
area, most of the sulphur for plants 
comes from applications made to sup- 
ply that element, or from other treat- 
ments which contain it as a by- 
product, 

Tests conducted on three soils, two 
in Gainesville area and one near 
Madison revealed that sulphur in- 
creased yields of cotton about 35 per 
cent. 

In several experiments with Dixie 
18 corn or three types of soil, sulfates 
in the fertilizer increased the vegeta- 
tive growth in pot cultures about 40 
percent. Plants without adequate 
sulphur developed fine stripes on the 
blades. Under certain conditions the 
stripes faded to a uniform yellow 
color, and the mid-ribs of the blades 
became a decided purple. One might 
think that such symptoms were due 
to a deficiency of zinc, magnesium or 
nitrogen.

Legumes Like Sulphur 

Legumes such as clovers, lupines and 
peanuts generally respond to sulphur 
nutrition. By means of radioactive 
sulphur they found that the element 
is absorbed by the roots, fruit system 
and foliage and transferred to other 
parts of the plant.

these cases sulfates in the fertilizer 
have increased the yield something 
like 40 percent. It is obvious that 
this element is important in tobacco 


soils, but in most places some sulphur 
is customarily added in the fertiliza 
tions. 

Eliminating sulphur from the fer 
tilizer seldom gives a striking effect 
because many farmers apply calcium 
sulfate at the early blooming stage 
and dust with sulphur. In an experi 
ment with one soil at the greenhouse 
where the sulphur was controlled and 
confined to the fertilizer 
it increased the 
about 80 percent.

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USDA Cuts Orange 
Crop Forecast 


Florida’s current orange crop fore- 
cast has been revised downward to 
89.7 million boxes by the federal crop 
estimating service. This is a 2-million- 
box drop under the April estimates. 

Late season Valencias will come to 
38 million, instead of the 40 million 
boxes forecast earlier, the crop esti- 
mators believe. Included in the 89.7 
million-box total are 2.8 millions of 
Temple, and 48.9 million boxes of 
early and midseason varieties. 

The Florida grapefruit estimate 
remains unchanged at 39 million 
boxes, This total includes 21.5 million 
boxes of seedless, and 17.5 millions of 
seeded grapefruit. 


FARMLAND SALES FOR 
DEVELOPMENT CONTINUE 


Florida farm lands were selling at 
an average of a little under $79 an 
acre by the end of last year, a 5 per 
cent gain over 1954. The Florida 
increase paralled the national gain and 
was exceeded by only twelve other 
states, the Florida State Chamber of 
Commerce reports. 


Expanding urban areas vie 
farms for adjacent lands desired for 
residential developments. Farms 
increasing in size, particularly 
greater use of pasture lands and tre 
acreages. Gross farm income in Florida 
has increased appreciably since 1950 
with the exception of a 
1953 to 1954, and stood at 
000 last year.

Each egg is tested for fertility and 
those that are valueless are fed to the 
hogs.

CHINCH-BUG COMMUNIQUE 
The Battle of the Chinch Bug still 


goes on for those who have St. Augu 
tine lawns—and spring means a new

Department last season conducted a 
test on chinch-bugs at Tampa and 
Fort Lauderdale. He used both emul- 
sifiable and granular formulations of 
DDT, parathion, malathion and lin- 
dane in the tests. 


Dr. Kerr points out that the best 
two “insecticides tested last season 
were DDT and parathion. Lindane 
was intermediate, malathion did not 
give significant decreases in chinch 
bug numbers. In a few plots, Dr. 
Kerr tried dieldrin—it gave almost no 
control of chinch bugs. 

Dr. Kerr points out that the num- 
ber of chinch bugs present at the start 
of the test had an effect on the control 
given by the insecticides. That is, in 
the plots with a higher population of 
the bugs at first, were more at the 
end of the test than in plots with low 
beginnnig populations. 

Although all the insecticides were 
less effective with the passage of time, 
DDT, parathion and lindane were still 
giving satisfactory average control of 
chinch bugs four weeks after applica- 
tion. But Dr. Kerr says that only 
DDT-treated plots still had small 
numbers of chinch after six 
weeks had passed. 

Granular formulations of the insec- 
ticides seemed to give practically the 
same control as emulsion concentrates 


bugs 


in the tests. 
BACTERIAL SPOT CONTROL 


Here’s the latest on another type of 
control—control of bacterial spot of 
pepper in South Florida in the field. 
Dr. R. S. Cox of the Everglades Exper 
iment Station is our authority. 

Dr. Cox says that in tests at Devil’s 
Garden and at Canal Point, strepto 
mycin and/or neutral copper formu- 
lations gave consistent control of 
bacterial spot of peppers. Besides, 
when these two materials were used 
together, there was an additive effect. 

Dr. Cox also said this work con 
firms other tests showing that field 
control of bacterial spot with strep- 
tomycin foliar sprays is possible. He 
points out, though, that his tests sug- 
gest a prevention rather than an 
eradication program would be the best 
approach in South Florida. The stud- 
ies indicated too, that at least weekly 
applications are necessary under South 
Florida conditions. 

Concerning the additive effect of 
the control obtained by combining 
streptomycin and neutral copper 
sprays, Dr. Cox says more work is 
indicated. But he adds that the prac- 
tical implications of this combination 


could be considerable.

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‘Weather Modification’ Program 





Under Way in 3 Top Citrus Counties 


WEATHER modification effort de- 

signed to bring additional rain 
to the heart of the Florida citrus belt 
got under way in Polk, Orange and 
Lake counties last month. 

These three counties, which pro- 
duce more than half the state’s citrus 
crop, have—along with most of the 
rest of Florida—suffered from dry 
weather for two years or more. 

Generators which can be set in 
operation to “seed” clouds with silver 
iodide have been placed at strategic 
spots around and in the target area. 
This “seeding”, when done at the 
proper time and under favorable 
weather conditions, is reputed to 
increase the amount of rainfall sub- 
stantially. A similar operation in 22 
north Florida and south Georgia 
counties was described in detail in 
the August 1955 issue of Fiorina 
Grower and RANCHER. 

Florida Citrus Mutual, acting on 
recommendation of its industry advis- 
ory committee, is sponsoring the 
citrus area program. A_ non-profit 
corporation, Peninsular Water Con- 
servation Association, was formed May 
1 in Lakeland to administer the 12- 
month experiment and $22,800 was 
contributed to citrus and business 
interests in the area to be covered. 

A contract for one year was entered 
into with Irving P. Crick, Inc., of 
Texas and Colorado, the same firm 
which is employed in the north Flor-

My family and several friends are 
now “‘statistics’’ because we did not 
understand the danger of chlordane 
which we used from the time it first 
could be bought after World War II 
until May 1954—at which time we 
became sick, In all that time, we 
bought chlordane powder in unlabeled 
paper bags containing no. caution 
whatsoever, 

It is now a violation of the law to 
sell chlordane unlabeled. But at least 
weekly one will notice in letters and 
garden gossip in newspapers the won- 
ders of chlordane, suggesting putting 
it under everything in the kitchen, 
and all through the house as well as 
the grounds, 

People surely do not realize the toxic 
quality of chlordane—or do not read 
the label, or are still able to buy it 
without a caution. 

The committee on pesticides of the 
AMA has warned of the danger of 
poisoning by chlordane used as an 
agricultural and household insecticide. 

Our State chemist, J. J. Taylor, 
says chlordane is very poisonous, 

We, who were and still are ill from 
chlordane poisoning, in a conference 
with our Pinellas County Health Doc- 
tor, W. C. Ballard, and others sug- 
gested a publicity campaign empha- 
sizing label reading and curtailing 
those chemical-producing toxic fumes 
from all home use.

Hunger in Face of Plenty 


MM“ OF PEOPLE afe not getting enough to eat in some parts of the 
world—and it is anomalous that food production is increasing faster than 
world population. j 

When the Korean war ended farm output around the earth was off five per- 
cent, and the increase in human being was up ten percent. Because food con- 
sumption has not gained in proportion, the chief production countries own vast 
surpluses of foodstuffs. Meantime the Far East and parts of Latin America still 
remain below the inadequate pre-war levels in food availability. 

While farm income in most nations generally has kept in line on world markets 
with other prices, United States and Canada income has fallen appreciably, 
chiefly because of lower prices at the farm. 

Specialists tell us that if present price relationships remain constant an 
increase in world food consumption of from 14 to 22 percent will occur in the 
next ten years,

T= PYROTECHNIC-LIKE explosion over the automotive world of pastel- 
colored cars in striking design, caught the motoring public exactly where 
the industry knew it would—the pocket-book nerve registered instantly and 
sharply.

a. PRESIDENT of an AFL-CIO electricians’ union in Kansas City has formed 
a program to increase production in the construction industry and, to quote 
his words from an Associated Press dispatch, to halt loafing “on some projects 
(which) are more like a convalescent home than a construction job.” 

Through the University of Kansas, the union will study the ill-effects of 
slowing down on a project. Fifty of the local’s members have joined the class. 
Other courses are under consideration. 

The electrician’s president figures that a new house built today may cost up 
to 25 percent more than it should if every worker put his best efforts into his 
labor. If capital had voiced this sentiment it would have been branded anti- 
labor by many union men who descgibe how hard they work—which is true 
of most employees—but this should not furnish a cloak for the idlers. 

An intelligent project, this appears to be; especially when one thinks back to 
the start of one war when it was ordinary for eight carpenters and helpers to 
carry one 16-foot piece of 2 x 4 joist from the stock pile to a barracks building 
in a shipyard development.

WENTY-ONE YEAR OLD Jack Dodd 

of Maitland was selected as the 
Outstanding Young Farmer in Florida 
in the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
county, state, and national selection 
program. Jack’s accomplishments with 
registered Guernseys have made him 
a successful farmer at an exception- 
ally young age. Starting with a 4-H 
registered Guernsey heifer in 1949, he 
increased his project to a nucleus of 
a small herd by the time he graduated 
from high school in 1952. 


Jack’s keen interest and enthusiasm 
for getting started in the dairy busi- 
ness almost kept him from starting to 
college, but he found he could take 
the first two years at the nearby 
Orlando Junior College, so he entered 
college and started a Guernsey dairy. 
He milked cows night and morning 
and sold the milk to Carroll L. Ward, 
who then distributed Golden Guern- 
sey milk. Mr. Ward, who had sold 
him his 4-H club animals also pro- 
vided the foundation of his herd and 
further assisted and encouraged the 
young dairyman. The barn was a 
remodelled barn on his parent’s farm.

All animals are bred artificially to 
proven sires. The calves are tattooed 
at birth; dehorned, and vaccinated 
against Bangs disease at 6 or 8 months. 
The herd is officially certified free of 
brucellosis. Cows that fail to produce 
5,000 lbs. of milk in 305 days are 
culled. The herd averaged 7,119 
pounds of milk and 352 of butterfat 
in 1955. He sells his milk to a plant 
for distribution. 

Jack has paid close attention to the 
land on which he raises his herd. There 
was no improved pasture, irrigation or 
cross fencing when he took over. To- 
day he has pangola grass for summer 
grazing, clover for winter pastures. 
He divided his pastures into four 
areas for rotational grazing. The 
pasture is watered by contour ditches. 
Areas which cannot be reached by

Loblolly Pine Under 
Hardwood Cover 


A study undertaken by the South- 
ern Forest Experiment Station eight 
years ago has proven that loblolly pine 
can be established successfully under 
scrub hardwood stands on cutover 
Southern land. 

Underplanted pines survived dry 
periods better than those on open 
land. 

The study further pointed up need 
for early release of planted seedlings 
by killing or removing competing 
hardwoods. Deferred release was 
found 
and reduce height. Concentrated 
underplanting of small openings in the 
hardwood stands proved unsatisfac- 
tory, since seedling growth there was 
only slightly faster than growth of 
unreleased seedlings. 

The planted pines responded well 
to both partial and complete release. 
Delay for a year or more drastically 
reduced survival and retarded height 
growth.
